RARE BOOKS IS 


WORTH MILLIONS 


W ashington, Aug. 7 OTb—Most vis­ 
itors to the rare book division of 
thp Library of Congress want to see 
the Sl.fiOotKH) Gutenberg Bible, or 
they ask for the book bound in h u ­ 
man skin, or the largest tome. or 
the smallest tome in the collection 
Chief Frederick R Goff, who says 
the division Is doing a bigger busi­ 
ness now than it ever did before the 
war, would rather talk about some­ 
thing else for a change 
He takes you behind the scenes- 
into hie air-conditioned cells where 
some 200,000 volumes, valued at at 
least $10,000,000 are carefully piled 
on shelves. 
He pulls out a big heavy volume 
bound In white pigskin with brass 
bosses and clasps, and a lock and 
big chain. It was printed in Venice, 
September IO, 1488. 
Books were pretty rare in those 
days and some folks Used to chain 
them down. OofT says this book and 
several others like it must be fore­ 
runners of the chain-bound tele­ 
phone book found in hotel lobbies. 
Bonk On Heraldry

Egyptian parliament. Tile Nile darn.

originally constructed to save water 
during the flood season 
The dam, 
which cost $4,000,000. has 180 doors 
30 of which will be used in the elec­ 
trification scheme The government 
has accepted bids for machinery. 
Experts estimate the electric flow­ 
er which could be produced annually 
at I 641 million kilowatts, equal to 
the power from 590.000 ton* of cf tide 
oil costing 88,000,00,
